Barrett, clerk, 14, Victoria-place, Stoke Newington, was charged 
bofere Alderman Sir Donjamin Phillips on suspicioa of stealing u | £ 
quantity of postage stamps, the pruperty of Messrs. Blandy Brothers, 
wiue merchants, 4, New London-street, Fencharch-street.—Mr. B. 
Wontner prosocuted.—At Christmas last the proscoutors purchased 
£200 worth of postage siamps. They were placed iu a safe, over j 
which a brother-in-law of the prisoner, u Stevens, who was in < = 
tho employ of the prosecutors, had charge. When examined last 5 WATTS & Co. 
week £17 of tho stamps were missing. ‘fhe prisoner had been in the $ ! 
kabit of visiting his brother-in-law, and when arrested by Detective 
Harding, ho said the stamps he had sold wore given to him by 
Stevens, to dispose of. ‘This was denied by the prisoncr’s brother- 
in-law. In roply to Sir Benjamin Phillips, a postmaster named 
Fairoy, who had purchased £1 worth of stamps from the prisoner, 
said that firms purchasing stamps could have them porforated with 
their own initials froe, and then they would net bo purchased at any 
post Oftice.—Sir Donjumin—That is a piece of information not known 
to myself.—Mr. Wontner—Nor is it cenerally known, or the prose- 
cntors would havo availed themselves of it.—Sir Denjamin—I think 
it most important that it should bo as widely known as possible, ag 
the perforation of tho stamps would stop persons stealing them.— 
The prisouer was remandod.
